'Administration 
Is 
Aware of 


Hostile Elements; Prefers 


to Remain Passive 
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Coolidge Tactics Leave Door 


Open to Insurgents and 


Democrats

Washington, D. C. — The tactics of 


the Coolidge administration have left 
open the' door to insurgent Republi- 
cans and Democrats to press for a re- 
vision, of the tax laws at tho Decem- 
ber session of. ooiigress. Th-3 admini- 
stration is making1 it plain that the 
prf sent law should be permitted to op- 
erate and no changes undertaken un- 
til after July, 1925, but already some 
of the leaders who have returned say 
congress will not be bound by such a 
policy. 
Just at the moment the administra- 


tion is aware of the hostile elements 
in congress ana prefers to let things 
alone until the new house and senate 
come, into power in December. 1925. 
But the opposition party in congress 
is sure to take the initiative instead 
and although a. bill drawn by a coali- 
tion of insurgent Republicans and De- 
mocrats could still be vetoed by the 
president and probably fail of passage 
over his veto-.--still the political conse- 
quences of such an act \vould •weigh 
heavily 
-with those 
responsible for 


blocking taxing reform. 


The truth of the matter is the ad- 


ministration is fearful it can accom- 
plish very little in the reduction of 
lilgh'surtax rates -with the present 
congress. In other -words, the treas- 
ury's idea of tax 
reform which has 


been accepted by the president is that 
a scientific revision is one which af- 
fects the larger incomes and stimu- 
lates business. The Insurgent Repub- 
licans and Democrats, in fact a sub- 
stantial majority in both houses, took 
the other viewpoint at the last ses- 
sion and they-are going to-take that 
same. viewpoint again, namely, that 
'government finances • reveal a surplus 
end this.should be distributed so the 
people with smaller incomes get the 
benefit of it. . .

OVERLOOK PUBLICITY 


One factor which 'has been intro- 


duced into . the situation 
and which 


probably was not foreseen by the ad- 
ministration, was the Impression made 
by the publicity of tax returns. Con- 
gress has been showing a tendency 
In recent years to get after the per- 
sons of large income so that more 
taxes might be collected and the bur- 
dens of the numerous small taxpay- 
ers relieved. 


Political 'capital was made in the 


last session of congress out of that 
theory of taxation and the present tax 
law is the direct result. 
While some 


reduction 
was given 
to persons of 


large income, the benefit of the sur- 
plus was really bestowed on the sev- 
eral million taxpayers who earn less 
than $10,000 a year. 


Under the circumstances 
the ad- 


ministration is hardly disposed t.o take 
the initiative and will prefer t.o re- 
main on the defensive. 
But the op- 


position party will not be content to 
accept such a policy a.nd if it were for 
no other reason than t.o appear before 
the public as much more interested in 
the small taxpayer than is the admin- 
istration, the effort would be made to 
revise the law regardless of how suc- 
cessful it might be. - 


All that can be said at the moment 


is that the statements issuing from 
authoritative quarters declaring there 
will be no tax revision recommended 
Is confined 
only to the 
executive 


branch of the government and is no 
index of what congress will do, or at 
least try to do.

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World Faces

Ottawa—Tho world this year faces 


an estimated bread grain shortage of 
574,000,000 
bushels—401,000,000 
of 


wheat and 
173,000,000 of rye—it Is 


estimated by T. K. Doherty, commis- 
sioner of the international institute of 
agriculture at Rome. 


The estimate is based upon official 


returns to tho institute from all im- 
portant countries of the world with 
the exception of Russia, Mr. Doher- 
y said. 


Present forecasts of European re- 


qulrements have ranged from 600,000,- 
000 to 650,000,000 bushels of wheat, 
he asserted. 
He estimated that the 


bread grain shortage in Europe as 
compared 'with production ' and con- 
sumption last year would he 340,000,- 
000 bushels divided 172.500,000 million 
bushels of wheat and 
107,500,000 of 


rye.

• present idea is to locate every surplus 


item, isolate it and return the money to 
taxpayers.

But it is worth while for Mr. Madden and 
his committee to locate surplus funds in 
various appropriations. .These amounts 
may be credited as balances on next year's 
appropriations, resulting in decreased ap- 
propriations, and the next taxes may be 
reduced to this amount.

control of 
railroad 


trains, ordered by the interstate com 
merce commission and carried out 
by the leading- railways and railway 
systems to the United States, will be 
one of the important developments in 
steam transportation during the com- 
ing year. The new control systems are 
to be installed on 49 different rail- 
roads, each devoting approximately 
100 milesi to the tests. 
Ultimately, it is expected, all the 


railroads of the country will adopt 
the Innovation, once It has been de- 
termined which of the devices or sys- 
tems are the most effective. 


AVOID HUMAN ERROR ( 
There are numerous automatic con- 


trol systems. All of them have the 
one purpose of eliminating the faetor 
of human error and carelessness as 
a cause of railroad accidents, and this 
is accomplished by a device or method 
that slows down the speed of a train 
or brings it to a dead standstill when 
danger threatens it. The operation of 
the control is not dependent upon the 
initiativ* or oction of engineer, fire- 
man, 
switchman, brakeman, signal 


man, or any oth»r railway worker. 
It Is just what its name says it is 
automatic. It might also be described 
as Inevitable, for when occasion aris- 
es for it to -workit accomplishes Its 
purpose in spite of anything the train- 
men can do. 
Railroads of today are divided Into 


blocks, some long and some compara- 
tively short. These blocks are marked 
by signals which tell the engineers 
and other trainmen whether It Is safe 
to proceed, whether the speed of the 
train should be reduced, or whethei

should be brought 
to a 


full stop. The signals not only tell
